Comanche County scholastics en­ 
rollment shows a big decrease again 
this year according to the 
records 
in the office of the County Super­ 
intendent and which have just been 
completed. A decrease is shown 
of 
257 scholastics and last year the de­ 
crease was 307. 
In the last seven years the schol­ 
astics have decreased 1925 or 
ap­ 
proximately 28 per cent the enroll­ 
ment in 1920 was 7004 as against 
the present 5089. 
Only a few schools this year show 
an increased enrollment while for the 
most part a slight decrease is un­ 
iversal, Comanche being among the 
heaviest losers showing the decline 
of some 8 per cent and a decline in 
the last seven years of more 
than 
33 1-3 per cent. Below is given the 
scholastic enrollment of each com­ 
munity.

Comanche County Potato growers 
cannot be too careful in keeping out 
this most tiieadrd insect of sweet 
potatoes, it is ever bit as bail a.- 
the boll weevil. 
The weevil is spread mainly thru 
thf shipment of potatoes or slips. 
It is reported tl.at the weevil is not 
so far from this county, ami it is the 
belief of this office ;hat evt‘r pre­ 
caution >hould be exercise«! by pota­ 
to pHiwois of thi.s CO n.iy to keep 
«nit this wt'ovil. 
AVhere introiluced the weevil will 
.irradually incivas«' until from oO to 
KM) per cent of the crop 
uill 
be 
destroyed, this is not an over state­ 
ment for t^ie writ«'!* ha." lived ir. on 
infecieii jirea, and knows it is nearly 
impossiblo to raise sweet jx-latoes 
att«‘r the weevil become pr«‘valent. 
It would be a severe blow to fU s 
ot'uniy for the introductien of tl.is 
p«\st, so it iv urged the coop«»ration 
of all concerned to k«ep out 
the 
weevil. 
It this v'ffice was t '» make a rec­

po.ssihle to bed your own stock that 
you know' to Ix' free of the weeril 
and the black rtd, or buy from some 
ono in the country wh.o you know* 
that have clean grown slips.

Roy C. Potts, chief of the division 
of dairy and poultry products, United 
States bureau of agricultural econ­ 
omies, said here Tuesday. 
“The Eastern m arkets are dubious 
about the Texas egg and it does not 
fin«l a ready sale there.*' Potts said. 
“The same condition applies in this 
State also. Produce houses do not 
want it for storage purposes, and as 
a residt eggs are shipped in here 
from Northem States each year. 
“There is no good reason for this, 
especially the latter condition. Texas 
can produce as good eggs as Califor­ 
nia—the California egg standard on 
.all naarkets—and get the henef't of 
the highest prices as well r»s have 
markets open to it all the time."

cent French divisions, one of chas­ 
seurs. a colonial division, and a line 
division with a Verdun history, shat­ 
tered themselves In fruitless attacks 
on the Essen trench and the Essen 
hook, a switch line of that system.
